The death of Allen Thorndike Rice ie 
the sad tLd of a life that gave rematkable 
premise. It is worth while in times like 
these to make note cf the character and 
career of one bo young and gifted. 
M r. 
Rice wee born rich, bot in hie case it was 
not a misfortune ae it ie with many young 
m en. 
W hile he spent moat of his young 
manhood in Europe and was graduated 
from Oxford, he did not lose bis love for 
his native land ae many young 'Am eri­ 
cans do. 
At the age ct 23 be bought the North 
American Review, then a sleepy old p u b ­ 
lic a n n, bl (I in a aholt time so popular­ 
ized it that It eoon became one of the 
m ost interesting and valuable reviews in 
this countiy. 
He was one of the fore- 
m cet American linguists, and 
could 
spesk the languages of Europe, especially4 
there of France and Germany, with re­ 
m arkable hut ncy. 
He was one of the 
bar d-w oik els in literature, and his ad­ 
ventures were wonderfully successful. 
H e 
compiled 
the 
noted 
volume 
of “IU mn itcences of Lincoln,” and gave 
the world that interesting w ork//*The 
Ancient Cities of the New W orld.” He 
owned and editorially 'controlled that 
well BLGwn Parisian journal, Le Matin* 
In the m idst of a life crowded with finan­ 
cial responsibility and great .literary un­ 
dertakings, 
he found time to write 
m uch political m atter for the North 
Am erican Review. 
He was an ardent 
republican, full of enthusiasm, and was 
a power in the late campaign both with 
his pen and with his money. 
I; will be 
deeply regretted that such a busy and 
useful life should be closed at the early 
age of BG. 
H e was never married and 
there is neither father nor mother nor 
brothers nor sisters to inherit bis fortune. 
There is an interesting story told of 
Mr. Rice’s rf mantic bo} hoed which is 
well worth n pc ating rn the Gazette. 
W hen the boy was Line jeers old the 
parents separated, end a surprisingly 
vigorous contest was made by each for 
bis possession. 
H is m other was rich, 
end the result was that Allen inherited 
her fortune. 
D uring this unpleasant 
parental struggle to cbtam possession of 
the child, he was at school near Boston 
one afternoon when a burly hackman, 
perfectly black, entered the room and 
asked to see AIIcd, as he had a message 
for him . 
When the boy got within his 
reach, he 
was

off 
at 
the highest speed the horses could reach* 
One of the horses dropped dead, but the 
driver managed to escape bis pursuers, 
and thus the scheme of the mother was 
successful.

The hack driver, it seems, was a r.hite 
man blacked with burnt cork, but in 
washing himself be left two spots behind 
his eare. By this time he was discovered, 
hued, a rd im prisoned.

The 
invitation was accepted and on that day 
the session of tho assembly will close at l l 
o’clock. 
The moderator then announced 
the standing committees for tho session.

Union 
Theological seminary the assembly will 
visit that institution immediately upon ad­ 
journment Monday. 
Tho Ilev. Dr. Morris, tho chairman of 
tho educational committee, load his re­ 
port. 
This showed that at present there 
were more than 500 churches without 
pastors, because of a lack of funds. 
This 
lack of ministerial help, the report said, 
was a serious question and one that should 
be squarely met. 
The rate of tho dissolu­ 
tion of churches last year was 3 Ii per 
cent, tho largest in the history of the 
Presbyterian church. 
The canso is princi­ 
pally due to tho need of money.

any way, and the execution was attended I 
by no sensational incidents. 
W entzel was a German over 70 years 
old, familiarly known as “P ap,” and gen- , 
em ily 
popular. 
Colbert was ono of tho 
colored hands employed at tho stables. I 
On the night of tho murder ho was intoxU j 
ca ted, 
and 
W entzel advised him to go 1 
home. 
Colbert then demanded pay for the i 
day, but was told by W entzel ho had done ! 
no work to bo paid for. 
Thereupon Col- I 
bert became violent and threatened to kill 
W entzel if ho did uot receive his money. 
Tho latter endeavored to pacify him, but 
Colbert drew a pistol and shot the old man 
in tho breast, killing him instantly. 
Colbert also threatened to shoot another 
stablo employe who tiied to stop him os ho 
left tho place. 
Colbert then modo his way 
to his homo and subsequently gave himself 
up to the police. 
He was indicted Oct. 8, 
his trial, 
which ended in a verdict of 
guilty.of murder In the first degree, bo- 
ginning Jan. 14, this year.

Jones El^ctioh bill was read a third time in 
tho House.

The Senate amendments to the bill revis­ 
ing and codifying the general school law 
were taken up and com urred in. 
Several Senate appropriation bills were 
read a second timo and ordered to third 
reading, 
and the Savings Bank bill came 
up as a special order for passage, the vote

defeated 
last week 
having boon reconsidered. 
Tho roll call on 
the passage of the bill showed it failed to 
pass, tho vote boing 73 yeas to 18 nays. 
On motion of Mr. 
Hunter, of Winne­ 
bago, tho bill prepared by tho committee 
on live stoek and dairying, to prevent 
fraud nnd deception in tho manufacture 
and sale of dairy products and to preservo 
the public health, was taken up on third 
reading under a suspension of tho rules. 
W ithout discussion this bill passed by a 
vote of 82 yeas and 15 nays. Under heavy 
penalties, 
it I provides that no person 
shall by himsolf or another knowingly sell 
or offer for sale oleomargarine or filled 
cheese under the name of or under tho 
pretense 
that the same 
is pure but­ 
ter or 
pure 
cheese; 
and no 
person 
shall, 
by 
himsolf 
or 
another 
knowingly 
sell 
any 
oleomargarine 
or filled cheese unless he shall havo in­ 
formed tho purchaser distinctly at tho 
time of sale that tho samo is oleomarga­ 
rine or filled choose, as tho caso may lie. 
and shad havo delivered to tho purchaser 
at the time of sale, 
a statement dearly 
printed in tho 
English language, 
which 
shall refer to the article sold, 
and which 
shall contain, in plain type, the name of 
tho article sold as fixed by this act, 
and 
shall give the name and place of bu sines 
of tho seller. 
No kcoper of a hotel, board­ 
ing house, restaurant or any other public 
place of entertainment, 
shall knowingly 
placo before any patron for uso as food 
any oleomargarine or Allod cheese, unless 
tho samo be accompanied by a placard 
containing the name in English of such ar­ 
ticle, printed in plain back Roman type, 
tho size of such type to bo not less than 
ono-halt inch in length and one-half inch 
in width.

FUNERAL OF A VETERAN RAILROAD ENGIN­ 


EER AT MONROE. 
The funerrl of Jesse Symonds, an old 
and well-known engineer on the St. Paul 
road, took place at Monroe on Wednes­ 
day last. A large number of railroad 
men were present, among them several 
from this city, where the deceased was 
well known. Symonds’ tecord as a lo 
comotive engineer is a remarkable one 
and is probably without a parallel. For 
thirty-fonr years he has followed his oc­ 
cupation, never missing a ra n ,and never 
laying oil on account of sickness nntil 
few weeks preceding his death. 
He 
never met with any serious accident, and 
it is estimated that during the above 
time be haa made runs aggregating up­ 
wards of 1,530,000 miles. 


O B I T U A R Y . 


Last evening about four o’clock, the 
farm house occupied by Mr. Dayton 
Flagg, situated on the Shopiere road, 
about five miles from the city, and one 
mile south of tho Reid farm, was struck 
by lightning, and Mrs Flagg was instant­ 
ly killed. 
Dr. E . E . Loomis was summoned to 
the soeno of the killing and arrived 
about eight o’clook. The^dootor inform­ 
ed a reporter that Mrs. Flagg was stand­ 
ing just outside the doorway with her 
one year old babe in her arms, appar­ 
ently nursing it, and at the ^same time 
watching the storm, the rain not yet 
falling. Mr. Flagg wai standing in tho 
doorway, close to his wife, while the 
other members of the family—four chil­ 
dren—were inside the house. 
The first 
that Mr. Flagg noticed was his wife 
lying on the ground holding the baby 
tight in her arms. He hastened to pick 
her up and carried her inside and not 
knowing her to be dead, again took ber 
out in the open air. 
Discovering the 
house to be on fire, he then directed his 
ellorts to save the children, getting them 
all out. Mr. John Haviland end wife 
soon arrived and the fire was easily ex­ 
tinguished. 
On examination of the body of Mrs. 
Flagg it was found that the fluid first 
struck ber just above the left breast, 
taking a circular course 
down 
tho 
center and partly around the breast* 
leaving 
three 
marks 
scratched with finger nails, 
pears it left her and passed 
the baby, showing itself again on Mrs. 
Flagg’s body at the pit of the left ear( 
passing downward and around the body 
to the end of the spine, showing super­ 
ficial burns all the way, and very severe 
at tho ends. The most severe and deep­ 
est burns were visible upon the body of 
the baby, especially along its spine, the 
burns being deep. Mrs. Flagg was, of 
course, instantly killed. 
Dr. Loomis 
found the little baby bright, and ap- J (he 
parently as though nothing had oc­ 
curred, and it is thought nothing will 
show itself es the efleot3 of the shook. 
Mr. Flagg wes severely shocked, but 
does not remember, as the first he no­ 
ticed was as stated above. 
The house was badly torn up. 
The 
chimney was torn to pieces, and the roof 
k and other parts wrecked more or less. 
Mrs. Flagg formerly lived in Marseilles, 
Tichigan, her maiden name being Miss I 
Jennie Smith. Her pareota still reside I 
in that place, and it is intended to take 
ler remains to Michigan, her old home, 
for burial. 
She leaves five little chil­ 
dren. 
The husband and family have the sin­ 
cere sympathy of all in their sad bereave­ 
ment.

On the bank of the Tippecanoe, a 
i mall stream which enters the Wabash 
river in Indiana, was fought the terrific 
bm tie of Tippecanoe. 
lu this great struggle of frontier time, 
the allied western Indiana under the 
chieftainship of Elskwatawa, the “ Pro 
t bet ’ were defeated in November, 1811, 
b y ta o Americans under the command of 
Gen. Wm, ll. Harrison. 
It was a desperate, hard fought battle, 
sud mach depended upon the result. 
Rad the Indians been [tucocfsful, all 
barriers of defence for the early settlers 
woald have been overthrown and the 
deadly tora a u awk woald have been ac­ 
tive in the rapid extermination of the re­ 
maining pioneers. On the other hand 
the fortunate termination of the contest 
pat an end to farther attempts at open 
warfare by the Indians. The neb ter­ 
ritory , so long overran by hostile sav­ 
ages, was thrown open for settlement, 
which rapidly occurred as soon as the 
news of the great victory became wide­ 
spread. 
Naturally great praise was rendered to 
the success and intrepid bravery of Gen. 
Harrison and he was honord in many 
ways. He afterwards served as Com­ 
mander o* the Army of the Northwest, 
end |when Indiana was admitted 
to 
statehood, he was selected to represent 
the state in the United States Senate. 
In 1840 he was elected President and his 
unfortunate demise occurred shortly 
after being inaugurated. 
The forty-second anniversary of the 
Battle of Tippecanoe found the gallant 
grand-son of “Old Tip” leading

foroes to a great political victory which 
resulted in the selection of Gen. Ben 
Harrison as president of the United
